Jewish Forces Mobilize 
To Meet Threat of Arabs 


JERUSALEM, Palestine, Oct. 10—(UP)—The Jewish underground army, Haganah, 
hastily mobilizing its 75,000 men and rushing reinforcements to four Jewish settlements 
along the Lebanese-Syrian border to meet any iireat of an Arab invasion, ae 


sources said Fridav night. 

These sources said Jewish troops 
were ordered to Nahariya, Hanita. 
Kefar Giladi and Metulla, along a 
50-mile stretch of the northern 
frontier and call-up notices to Jew- 
ish veterans of World War II were 
being rushed out from Haganah 
headquarters. 

Shark El Adna. the British- 
controlied Arab radio in Jerusa- 
lem, broadcast that 12,000 Syrian 
troops were manervering in the 
Houran Valley and would march 
up to the Palestine borcer at dawn. 

Beirut reports said }0,500. Arab 


troops are camped along the north « 
ern Palestine. border, but there & 


would be no invasion unless Zion- 
ist forees attempt to seize the Holy 
Land by force following a British 
withdrawal. 


A foreign. office spokesman in 


London reiterated that Britain will’ 


withdraw her troops from Pales- 
tine within several months and re, 
ported Arab troop movements will 
have no effect on that plan. 


A Haganah spokesman said the 
Jewish underground army had 
béen hastily reorganized to meet 
the Arab threat, but that reports 
of Arab troop movements were 
considered a political rather than a 
military move, designed only to 
bring pressure on the United Na- 
tions not to partition the _ Holy 
Land. 

“If the massing materializes, Ha- 
ganah stands ready.” the Haganah 
spokesman said. “We do not place 
much importance on this move, 
which is designed to bring pres- 
sure on the United Nations. 

“We are fully cognizant of the 
strength of the Lebanese and Sy- 
rian armies and are aware of 
their inability to indulge in such 
an adventure. 

“As to the Egyptian Army. which 
we know is strong and well-train- 
ed. there still is a desert between 
Egypt and Palestine and there still 
are British concentrations in the 
Sinai peninsula which will not 
play up while the United Nations 
stil! are discussing Palestine.”

For Changing Save-Food Campaign :: 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—(4)— 
A Government crop report Friday 
indicated little if any relief in the 
grain shortage and no change in 
President Truman's “self-denial” 
drive for Americans. 

The Agriculture Department re- 
port said the short 1947 corn crop 
improved $4,761,000 bushels in 
September. But officials later 
pointed out that the report con- 
tained disappointing figures in 
other respects. 

These showed that stocks of old- 
erop corn on farms. may be some 
41,000,000 bushels smaller than ex- 
pected. Also, the record-breaking 
wheat crop prospects declined 
about 2.000.000 bushels during 
September. from 1,408,602,000 to 
1,406,761 000. 

The Save-Food-for-Europe cam. 
Paign gained strength as a group 
of Republican Senators led by 
Sen. Brewster (Republican-Maine) 
pledged their cooperation. But 
they also asked the question: Are 
poultryless and eggless Thursdays 
necessary: 

Chairman Charles Luckman of 
the Citizens’ Food Committee had 
an. answer ready for reporters 
who wondered whether he would 
change the program: 

“There is no chance that it will 
be modified in any way.” 

The Agriculture Department's 
monthiv crop forecast dashed 
hopes that a  100,000,000-bushe! 
improvement in the corn crop had 
eccurred in September. Instead, 
it strengthened the Sept. 1 esti- 


mate of 2.403.913.000 bushels by 
adding another 54,761,000. The 
total is still 25 per cent less than 
last year’s corn harvest. 

It was last Spring’s cold, wet 
planting season and the Summer's 
drought that so damaged the corn 
crop as to bring on the overall 
grain shortage and the Truman- 
Luckman campaign for food-sav- 
ing. 

These other developments high- 
lighted the Food-for-Europe cam- 
paign: 

1. Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, of 
New York, undeclared Presidential 
contender, fired from Ithica, N. 
Y., a warning against “thoughtless 
or badly planned generosity” in 
feeding Europe if it means priva- 
tion at home. However, he Said, 
“we need and we want to do our 
honest share to feed hungry peo- 
ple overseas.”

State agents are arresting deal- 
ers in several Georgia cities in an 
effort to break up an alleged ille- 
gal labeling of eggs which they 
charge has cost Georgians $250,000 
in overcharges during the past 90 
days. 

State Food Inspector A. D. Har- 
ris disclosed Friday that dealers 
have been arrested in Atlanta and 
Rome for selling low-grade eggs 
under high-grade labels to Battey 
Tuberculosis Hospital at Rome. 


Other Atlanta dealers have 
been convicted for selling mis 
labeled eggs to retailers for resale 
to housewives, Harris said. This 
has overcharged the consumer ap- 
proximately eight cents a dozen, 
he added. 


Mislabeled eggs, including some 
Spoiled eggs, have been sold to the 
Milledgeville State Hospital, Har- 
ris continued. 

Cases are being investigated in 
Macon and Columbus, and prose- 
cutions will be announced soon, 

Harris estimated that 75 per 
cent of the eggs sold under 
“Class A” labels are improperly 
marked. Most of them, he Said, 
are “Class C,” ‘the lowest grade, 
and some under “A” label are 
“rotten,” 

Alarmed over the most wide 
spread mislabeling of eggs in 
Georgia since “passage of the la- 
beling law in 1935, Harris said 
this is the first time he has had 
ito resort to the courts to correct 
the practice. 

“We are making arrests now, 
and we shall continue to make 
— until this practice of la- 

ling eggs illegally ceases,” the 
Pood Inspector declared. 

R. Houghton, Manager of the 
Swift Plant at Rome, was arrest- 
ed Friday on charges of egg law 
violations in supplying Battey 
Hospital, He was eelensed under

Harris said that Leon Carter, 
Manager of the Tennessee Egg 
Company, had been fined $75 and 
given a suspended sentence of six 
months on three counts of improp- 
erly marking eggs. 

He said J. A. Manning and Bill 
Cumby each were fined $50 and 
given six months suspended sen- 
tences, and Fred S. Smith was 
fined $25 and given a suspended 
sentence of six rronths for improp- 
erly labeling eggs. 

An investigation showed 600 
cases of eggs labeled “Class A” at 
the Milledgeville State Hospital 
actually contained mostly “Class 
s” and “Rots,” Harris continued. 

All state institutions demand 
“Class A” eggs. “Class C” eggs 
generally are used in cooking. 

“Class A” eggs sell for $2.40 a 
case more than “Class C.” This is 
about eight cents a dozen higher. 

Harris said he had received nu- 
merous complaints over the state 
regarding mislabeling of eggs, and 
his agents are investigating. 
Contacted at Rome, Houghton 
id he had no comment to make 
on the charges that his plant vice 
lated the State egg law. Bearden 
could not be reached here, but 
other officials of the White Com- 
pany said they had no comment.to 
make.

Acting Gov. Thompson has finally ad- 
mitted, in a talk before the Southeastern 
Regional Conference of the American 
Medica! Association, what many of us have 
suspected all along: That the State has 
no present intention, even when the re- 
maining thousand odd beds at Battey 
Hospital are activated, of admitting tuber- 
cular patients who give evidence of being 
incurable. , 

“The State is taking two types of pa- 
tients at Battey—those who can recover 
and those who are-an absolute menace to 
public health,” declared the Acting Gov- 
ernor, who went on to commend the 
Health Department “for its intelligent job 
of selecting patients for Battey.” 

This doubtless was meant as an answer 
to recent demands of the Fulton-DeKalb 
Hospital Authority that 385 TB patients 
in the metropolitan Atlanta area be ad- 
mitted to Battey as soon as the personnel 
can be obtained to utilize its currently 
unused other half. 

The Atlanta Constitution agrees with 
the Acting Governor that “just herding 
sick people together where there are no 
doctors to care for them is not an intelli- 
gent health program” But we do not 
intend to let him forget that the State has 
an obligation, both to the patients them- 
selves and to those they are liable to in- 
fect, to provide facilities where they may 
be isolated and cared for. 


Tuberculosis is a State problem, just 
as is mental disease. 


It is just. as illogical for counties -to 
undertake to provide tubercular hospitals 
as it would be for them to set up 159 sepa- 
rate mental institutions. 

The poorer counties cannot afford ‘to 
do so and the more thickly populated ones 
find it impractical, such facilities inevi- 
tably becoming crowded with patients 
from all over the State. 

If the Health Department is determined 
to limit Battey’s patients to those who 
may be cured, well and good. 

But let it also provide for the incur- 
ables, most of whom are a greater burden 
on their ‘families and a greater menace 
to the rest of the community. This it 
might well do by. constructing four me- 
dium-sized institutions, one of which 
would be ‘readily accessible to every sec- 
tion of the State, where thase unfortunates 
with incurable TB may live out their days 
in as much comfort as possible and with 
the slightest possibility of spreading the 
disease. 

This is a State responsibility and a 
more urgent one by far than that of pro- 
viding recreational facilities such as Jek- 
yll Island, although we have long been 
in favor of the acquisition of a beach park 
and continue convinced that, properly op- 
erated, it will shortly be paying dividends,

farm animals and machinery. 


It is well to note, too, that Eastern Eu- 
rope, virtually under complete domination 
of the Soviet Union, has had an unusually 
abundant grain harvest. The Communists, 
thus, will be sufficiently well-fed to make 
Western Europe, chiefly comprised of the 
countries inclined toward the United 
States’ kind ef democracy, fare ill by 
comparison to the Soviet-dominated states.

likely to find ourselves friendless in a 
short time.

Taft Ready 
To Stop Dewey? 


ee WASHINGTON — Those who accompanied 
ae Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, on his recent 
& Western tour say that he did not gain any dele 
gates in support of his potential candidacy for the Republicam 
Presidential nomination, but that he did reach one conclusion which 
will be a decisive factor with him in determining whether or not 
to become an open contender for the party prize. 
That conclusion is that Gov. Thomas FE. Dewey, of New York, 
past nominee of the party and the present leading candidate for 
the 1948 nomination, can be stopped. 


Purpose Some of the Ohio Senator's friends say that the real 
purpose of his Western trip was more to feel out the 
situation with respect to Dewey, rather than gain any positive 
commitments of delegates’ support for himself. 

A campaign to the latter end can come later. What he was 
more interested in at the moment was in finding out whether it 
would be futile to oppose Dewey for the nomination. 

If he found evidence that the New York Governor had the 
nomination sewed up, that would be worth knowing in deciding 
him in his own plans. No prospective candidate for the Presi- 
dency, if he takes himself at all seriously, likes to butt his head 
against a brick wall. Rather than go down to certain defeat, he 
would prefer not to become identified as_a candidate. 

And so it was, according to those in the know, that Sen. Taft 
had a different mission in undertaking the extensive speaking tour 
than appeared at the time on the surface, He wanted primarily 


to get the feel of the Dewey candidacy. 

Strength The conclusion he is said to have reached is very 
interesting and may be still more significant. Here 

tofore the consensus of political experts has been that the New 

York Governor was far out in front for the Republican nomina- 

tion. He has been conceded to hold the inside track. 

The feeling has been for some time that Dewey could be stopped 

only by a strong combination of favorite sons candidates. It wag 

a feeling based on the past record of his performanae. 

In the 1944 preconvention campaign, for example, he caused 
the late Wendell Willkie to withdraw from the race after decisively 
defeating him in the Wisconsin preferential primary. Dewey went 
on to win the nomination on the first ballot. 

Since then he has fortified his position further by. being re 
elected Governor of New York by the largest majority ever given 
a Republican. It compensates somewhat for his defeat by the late 
President Roosevelt in 1944. 

Sen. Tait obviously did not want to place himself in the posi 
tion of Mr. Willkie in 1944. He did not want to launch his candi 
dacy for the Presidency, only to see it fall flat at the first test 
of strength. He wanted to know whether Dewey could be stopped. 
Chan e What he is purported to have found conforms to other 

g reports which have come from responsible Republican 
sources lately. For one, there was the recent statement from John 
Hamilton, former executive director of the Republican National 
Committee. He made the blunt prediction that Dewey would be 
stopped. It is a feeling that is becoming more generally held, 

In any event, Sen. Taft's conclusion as to Dewey will be most 
heartening to the host of favorite sons contenders who loom og 
the horizon. It cannot but help to stimulate them to greater 


enthusiasm over their own chances. 


Decision Needless to say, what Sen. Taft found with respect 

to the New York Governor will influence his final 
decision as to whether he is to become a candidate. If reports from 
responsibie sources may be accepted, that decision has already been 
made. He is scheduled to formally announce his candidacy be 
fore the end of the present month. 

On his Western trip the Ohio Senator, while making a lot of 
public speeches and generally seeking to advance his own cause, 
took time out wherever he went to survey the Dewey situation, 
He talked with any number of party leaders on the subject. 

The information he obtained has convinced him that Dewey will 
not get the nomination. And whether or not the prize will ulti 
mately go to him, he gained the feeling that the field will be 
wide open and hence it will at least be worth seeking.

The Comintern is an organizZa- 
tion devoted to world revolution. ' 
Its history goes back to 1864 when 
Karl Marx organized the First In- 
ternational in London. Five years 
later the Second International was 
formed in Paris and it held five 
world congresses before World 
War I. when it was disbanded. 
The Third International, or the 
Comintern, came into being in 
1919 because Communist leaders 
believed then, as they believe 
now, that world revolution is es- 
sential to success of the system. 


PREMIER Stalin dissolved the 

Comintern in mid-May, 1943, as a

"TEN «Thomas Hardy pub-. 
W lished “Tess of the D’Urber- 
, villes” in 1891, the reading 


public was torn between resentment 
of the philosophy conveyed by the 
story and sympathy for the: heroine. 

Tess is one of the most attractive 
and most convincing figures in Eng- 
lish fiction, but Hardy, a puzzling 
kind of genius, never could. decide 
whether his mission was to preach 
the philosophy of fatalism or to cre- 
ate true portraits of human beings. 

As a novelist he had a gift which 
his admirers sometimes descrtbe as 
Shakespearean; he observed charac- 
ters in the round, from all sides, and 
made them live. Tess seems a girl 
whom we have known, not a person 
we have read about. 

Hardy made his creations to be 
also an argument against freedom 
of the will.

he wished us to believe, that human 
conduct is not and cannot be the re- 
sult of any moral choice. 

Heredity and the conditions, social 
or economic, in which we are born 
or into which Fate from time to time 
hurls us, force us to become, perhaps, 
the kind of person we least wish 
to. be. 

Tess was a pure woman. Hardy 
describes her so in the subtitle of the 
book. Having met her, we know for 
ourselves her natural goodness. But 
she dies on the gallows for murder, 
and Hardy would have us believe 
with him, as few of us now do, that 
in spite of her purity and goodness 
no other end was possible. 

Tess Durbeyfield was the daugh- 
ter of a ne’er-do-well farmer and his 
overworked and silly wife. A local 
antiquarian, meeting John Durbey- 
field one afternoon, conveyed the in- 
formation to him that the name Dur- 
beyfield is a corruption of D’Urber- 
ville, and that the poor farmer, who 
has been drfiking too much ale, is 
descended from a family once wealthy 
and titled. 

Near by in the countryside well-to- 
do D’Urbervilles still live on their 
ancestral acres. 

John Durbeyfield, confused and 
elated, reports this news to his wife 
and daughter. Tess brushes it aside, 
but Mrs. Durbeyfield, who has in- 
stincts of social] climbing, immediately 
begins to dream.

There is so much human nature 
in all this that the story would de- 
velop logically without Hardy’s fatal- 
istic doctrine. Tess in her character 
provides evidence that the Durbey- 
fields were descended from . people 
much finer than themselves. She is 
by mature honest, sincere, loyal. 

Obeying her mother, she takes 
the short journey to the D’Urberville 
farm,-and is there engaged to look 
after the poultry. Mrs. D’Urberville 
asks her to undertake the work, but 
the decision has been made by the 
son of the family, Alec D’Urberville, 
a rascal, who considers every pretty 
girl his legitimate prey. 

Tess dislikes him and fights him 
off as long as she can. When she 
knows She is to have a child, she 
goes home to her mother, who is silly 
enough to find satisfaction in the 
thought that the infant will have 
D’Urberville blood in its veins. 

The child is born, Tess loves it, 
and for a short time she is happy, in 
spite of the difficult plight in which 
Alec D’Urberville has left her. But 
after a few months the infant sick- 
ens and dies, and Tess finds employ- 
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ment on another farm, as far aS pos- 
sible from the D’Urbervilles. 

In this new place she meets Angel 
Clare, a serious young man, the son 
of a clergyman, who himself has im- 
pulses to save the world; and might 
have been a missionary, like other 
members of his family, if he had not 
had a vision of a new social order 
at home. Society will be saved, he 
believes, by primitive labor close to 
the soil. He is busy now learning 
the theory and the practice of agricul- 
ture. 

Although he is better provided 
with ideals than with knowledge of 
life or with common sense, he is an 
attractive fellow, and Tess, like the 
other -milkmaids on the farm, loses 
her heart. He is the one mastering 
love of her life. 

He falls in love with her, and 
they marry, but on their wedding 
night she feels it her duty to tell 
him the episode of Alec D’Urberville 
and the child. Since he is as great 
a prig as Alec was a villain, Angel 
Clare decides he must. go off some- 


where, if necessary to the end of the, 
world, and thrash his problem out.

Tess, for her mother’s sake, has 
already accepted Alec D’Urberville’s 
aid, and though he knows her only 
happiness is bound up in her love 
for Angel Clare, he has taken posses- 
sion of her a second time.

new love for Tess—and learns what 
has become of her. In despair Tess 
stabbed Alec D’Urberville to the heart.

Mrs. Edward T. Stotesbury’s 147-room 
mansion, Whitemarsh Hall, in Philadelphia, has 
gone to a salt company. 

The glitter of old, high society days fades, and 
now the tle which bound two of America’s great 
social empires has been severed, 

Mrs. Drexel-Dahlgren’s daughter, Katharine 
Dahlgren Cromwell, and Mrs, Stotesbury’s son, 
Oliver Eaton Cromwell, after long separation, 
finally have been divorced in Reno. 

Historically, the severance will hardly be re. 
membered. Yet the sharp words, the bitterness 
with the scion of wealth and power and delicate 
table manners berated as a talentless idler—add a 
fillip to an era. 

It’s hardly the aftermath of pomp and primp- 
ing that could have been foretold in days when 
Stotesbury and Dahlgren words were social law. 

Who dared smile at them, when 100 or 150 
dropped in on Mrs. Dahlgren for luncheon and 
200 wished Mrs. Stotesbury a Happy New Year? 

Now, any one can smile because, with the 
millions vanished and power diminished, Mrs. 
Dahlgren’s daughter, Katharine, says (as she did 
in her separation suit preceding divorce): 

“IT do not expect the magnificent kind of living 
that is enjoyed by my husband’s family. I only 
ask what will permit me to live suitably as the 
wife of Oliver Eaton Cromwell.” 

As his wife, she said, it would be suitable for 
her to live on a modest $500 a month. As for the 
“magnificent kind of living” which:she mentioned, 
it is part now of a Stotesbury tradition as irre. 
trievably past as the reign of Nebuchadnezzar. 

Soon after the divorce Cromwell married Miss 
Georgia Engelhard, of New York, a Vassar gradu- 
ate. They went to Teton Park, Wyo., for mountain 
climbing, and Katharine was left with a property 
settlement. The settlement could not have been 
a great one, for the Stotesburys’ huge fortune 
had dwindled. Stotesbury left an estate appraised 
at $25,000,000. 

That vast wealth has diminished as if under : 
dark spell. When Mrs. Stotesbury, the dowager 
died in 1946, her estate was appraised at $293,165. 

Mrs. Drexel-Dahlgren, who died in 1943, dic 
better than that for the present generation. She 
left a $1,100,000 trust fund to her seven children, 
with Katharine Cromwell receiving her share. 

Mrs, Dahlgren, if she had lived, probably would 
not have minded Katharine’s small cut of the 
Stotesbury fortune. She would have been more 
troubled by her daughter’s failure to find happi- 
ness in a union with the other ducal family, and 
she would have turned to her harp. 

From girthood, Mrs. Dahlgren played the harp, 
eventually with professional proficiency. When- 
ever she was disturbed, it was her solace. 

Her musicales, with society listening, for years 
were events as notable as the Stotesbury birthday 
parties with as many as 300 in costume at the 
Stotesbury Florida Villa, El] Mirasol. 

The divorce now recalls some of 
those days, and two of them stand out. 

Mrs. Dahlgren was never in better 
form than on an afternoon in 1940 
when nearly 100 guests applauded her 
as she played the harp accompanied 
by Mortimer Rapfogel, of the New

the buffet. 

Mrs. Stotesbury was never in better 
form, either, than she was on the day 
of Mr. Stotesbury’s last birthday party, 
when she entertained 300 and her spry, 
aged husband appeared whitecoated, 
with a white turban, lettered “Doctor Stork.” 

In that life of wealth and social affairs, Mrs. 
Stotesbury’s three children by an earlier marriage 
grew up—Oliver Eaton Cromwell, whose marriage 
to Katharine Dahlgren failed; James H. R. Crom- 
well, whose marriage to Doris Duke failed; and 
Louise Cromwell (now Mrs. Alf Hieberg), whose 
marriage to General Douglas MacArthur when he 
was superintendert at West Point, failed. 

Back in 1927 when he and Katharine Dahlgren 
were married, Oliver was said by social handi- 
cappers to be a good match, although he did seem 
unpredictable at times. After being graduated 
at Princeton, he dabbled in poetry and wrote some 
articles on mountain climbing. Then he tried ad- 
vertising and banking, though not for long. 

Aside from mountain climbing, Katharine said 
in her suit, he lived in “luxurious idleness.” 

The idleness was native to his generation and 
station in life, not to the manner of his forebears 
or hers. His father, Oliver E. Cromwell (Mrs. 
Stotesbury’s first. husband), was a banker. Bank- 
ing was in Katharine’s family, too; she is the 
granddaughter of the late Joseph W. Drexel, 
founder of the Drexel banking interests. 

Bankers’ money bought the famous Stotesbury 
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jewels, including the sapphire and diamond neck- 
lace which was Mr. Stotesbury’'s gift to his bride, 
and the string of diamonds which J. P. Morgan 
then gave her. 

The years had their way with the gems as they 
did with the lives of those who used to see them 
glitter, Auctioneers knocked them down to the 
highest bidders, along with the porcelains, the 
gold and silver plate and the tapestries. 

One by one the links with the past break. The 
fortune is gone. The gala receptions in Newport, 
New York and Florida are over. 

There are fewer every year who recall that 
President and Mrs. William Howard Taft were 
there when the Stotesburys were married in 
Washington; fewer who remember that Jerome 
Kern used to play at a Stotesbury reception, wifile 
Mrs. Stotesbury smiled indulgently as her husband 
provided the lighter entertainment. His part was 
to beat a snare drum to the strains of “Dixie” and 
“The Girl I Left Behind Me.” 

Even the names of the villas--El Mirasol and 
(hamp Soleil-—are nostalgte., 

When something such as the divorce which 
evers the two once-ruling familles——-brings that 
old opulence to mind, it seems momentarily as 
gaudy.as an Arabian Nights dream. Whitemarsh 
Hall’s great terraces and formal gardens shimmer. 

Mrs. Stotesbury’s 85 servants. move dutifully 
inside the massive labyrinth. The guests repre- 
sent the wealth of America,

N THE shore of Lake Michigan in Lake 

Forest, Ill., stands a huge marble palace 

called Villa Turicum. It has 44 rooms, 
besides quarters for 30 servants. It poses grandly 
on a 96-acre estate replete with formal gardens, 
lily pond, swimming pool and tea house. 

It is splendidly ostentatious, imposing in its 
cold hauteur. But it is empty and up for auction, 
the last reminder of a fabulous figure, the last 
remnant of a fabulous fortune, whose sale it is

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hoped will balance the books and rout the creditors. 

When its drapeless windows, echoing halls and 
bare rooms pass into strange hands, the last 
tangible vestige of Edith Rockefeller McCormick 
—legendary in life and legendary in death—will 
have disappeared from the scene. 


Villa Turicum, like its one-time mistress, be- 


longs in the past. Its grandeur is an ancient, 
crumbling memory of the lush Gold Coast days. 
Its emptiness is the emptiness that lay deep in 
the heart of Edith McCormick herself—the empti- 
ness that went with her to the grave. 


HE was called bizarre, fantastic, cold, austere, 

hard, peculiar, strange, No appellation was too 
harsh for gossiping tongues. ‘They whispered 
about her over the teacups and criticized her 
cruelly in private. 

Yet when they stood before her, the undis- 
puted queen of the Gold Coast, they scraped and 
bowed and sought favor, 

Through all this travesty they failed to see 
that behind the gaudy pretense there beat the 
heart of a woman—a lonely woman whose mil- 
lions and the things they bought could not erase 
the void that encompassed her, , 

It was in 1895 that Edith Rockefeller married 
Harold McCormick. She was a demure young girl 
of 23, with laughing gray eyes and a mass of 
blond ringlets. McCormick was fresh out of 
Princeton. She was the princess of the royal_oil 
family, the daughter of John D. He-was the 
prince of the harvester clan, the second son of 
old Cyrus McCormick, whose original wheat 
‘reaper had sowed the family fortune. 

These progeny of ‘two of America’s “first” 
families settled down to a prosaic life in Council 
Bluffs, Ia., for two years. Edith’s father gave 
her $12,000,000 and this, supplemented by Harold’s 
sizable holdings, made them a rich couple indeed. 

The big city beckoned and Edith and Harold 
moved to Chicago, where Harold bought a huge, 
many-roomed gray stone house surrounded by a 
block of trees and a garden. This sombre edifice 
on Lake Shore Drive, though Edith did not know 
it then, was to become the focal point of Chicago’s 
social marathon. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer was society’s crown prin- 
cess when Edith appeared—a little timidly—-upon 
the scene. But no crystal ball was needed to de- 
termine that the Palmer star was fading and that 
another must take its place. Who, then, was more 
fitted to take up the fallen scepter than Edith— 
young, charming, cultured, wealthy, and possess- 
ing unimpeachable lineage? 

Once she tested the social waters Edith found 
them pleasantly inviting. She began a round of 
lavish entertainment in her Lake Shore mansion. 

She was a gay, attractive hostess, yet even 
then displayed the reserve that later was to be- 
come an almost frigid formality. No one knew 
the real Edith McCormick then. In after years, 
when she adopted a regal mien and put up an 
unapproachable front, the chances of knowing her 
well became less and less. She died an enigma. 

It was in 1901 that tragedy first entered Edith’s 
life.- John Rockefeller McCormick, Harold’s and 
her first son, was stricken with scarlet fever. 

Night after night father and mother sat be- 
side his bed and when the fever caused his death 
they decided to do all they could to help eradicate 
the disease which had bereaved them. 


THEY founded the John Rockefeller McCotmick 
Institute for Infectious Diseases, ultimately 
furnishing more than $5,000,000 for its researches. 
It was this institute which eventually discovered 
the anti-toxin for scarlet fever. 

The death of her first son was the beginning 
of a physical decline and a mental metamorphosis 
for Edith. Fowler, her second son, was a year old 
when it happened. In 1902 Muriel was born and 
in 1905 Mathilde arrived. 

In 1911, on the verge of what she thought was 
a nervous breakdown, she suddenly recalled 120 
invitations to a cotillion without explanation and 
departed with Harold for Zurich, Switzerland, for 
treatment by Dr. Carl Jung, noted psychiatrist. 
She was not aware then that America would not 
see her for 10 years, or that she had cancer. 

She spent long hours under Dr. Jung’s tute- 
lage, absorbing his philosophy of a mystical calm- 
ness of mind, a deétached attitude toward life. 


As time wore on, she became more and more. 


steeped in the Jung credo. Harold returned to 
the United States, where her children were grow- 
ing up without her supervision. As she deviated 
from the familiar pattern of family life and delved 
deeper into psychiatric lore, her character com- 
menced to take on the curious quirks that were 
to furnish Chicago with food for gossip. 

This is illustrated by an incident which took 
place in Zurich in 1916. James Joyce, the partly

blind Irish author, was teaching in the Swiss city 
and attempting to write on the side. 

His aim was to complete “Ulysses,” but the 
rigors of double duty were too much and he was 
ready to abandon his project. 

His plight was brought to the attention of 
Edith, who promptly gave him 1,000 francs a 
month for living expenses so he could concentrate 
on his writing. When “Ulysses” was completed 
and acclaimed as a masterpiece, the grateful 
author sent her one-half of the original manu- 
script as a keepsake. She returned it immediately. 

Nonplussed, Joyce called upon his benefactress 
and inquired the reasons for her action. She re- 
ceived him coolly, answered him in monosyllables 
and finally dismissed him curtly. He never 
learned why. 

When Edith returned to her native country in 
1921 she was far from the woman who had left it.

Edith Rockefeller McCormick—the 
Eccentric Was Forgotten When 
She Died. 


Grimly austere, given to periods of seclusion and 
silence, haughtily conscious of her position, she 
was a granite counterpart of the laughing young 
girl who had burst upon the Chicago scene in 1897, 

In her retinue was a short, plump, young man 
named Edwin Krenn, a Swiss architect. It was 
announced that Krenn had been engaged to draw 
plans for the McCormick zoological gardens. Of 
a shy nature, Krenn followed his employer 
wherever she went. ; 

He walked three feet behind Edith, spoke only 
when spoken to, became a shadow in her wake. 

Edith’s estrangement from Harold was now 
complete. 

In December of that year she sued for divorce, 
charging desertion. There was an amicable set- 
tlement of the couple’s huge interests, which left 
Edith one of the richest women in the world, her 
wealth estimated at $50,000,000. 

Now rumors started flying. Krenn would be- 
come Edith’s second husband. They were false 
rumors. The architect was often in the Lake 
Shore mansion, but there was no romance. 

Edith took her old place at the head of the 
Gold Coast with none to challenge her. 

She received her minions seated on a dais, sur- 
rounded by Napoleonic memorabilia, fancying 
herself closely allied to the “Little Corporal.” 

She staged tea parties at Villa Turicum, stately 
affairs at the Lake Shore home, public benefits. 

She moved slowly across these gala scenes 
like an empress, the ever-faithful Krenn always 
within call. 

On one occasion she announced a series of teas 
to be held in a public park. She issued invitations 
and the guests gathered amid the catcalls and 
whistles of urchins looking on from behind ropes. 

Soft music played as Edith graciously received 
and waiters scurried to serve. 

Tea over, the first guest departed, only to be 
stopped by the headwaiter, who whispered po- 
litely: “Your bill, sir.” 

Aghast, the gentleman dug down and paid. As 


the other guests left they were treated similarly. 

The second tea found only one-third of those 
invited in attendance. At the third nobody turned 
up. Edith waited and. waited, chatting amiably 
with a disturbed Mr. Krenn. Late in the after- 
noon she departed, regal as always, as though 
nothing untoward had happened. 

At her dinners a footman stood behind the 
chairs of each two guests, awaiting her signal for 
a change of courses.’ 

Suffering from chronic indigestion and unable 
to enjoy food herself, Edith timed the procedure 
with a watch laid by her plate. 

An unwary guest who dallied in conversation 
for even a moment was more than likely to have 
his food. whisked away, untouched. 


SHE was convinced psychoanalysis was her mis- 

Sion in life. Krenn, along with 99 servants and 
outsiders, was one of her patients. She was given 
to public pronouncements such as: 

“You are like a craft that is caught in the 
current of a stream. You must learn to keep 
your craft in the center but you have nothing 
to do with the current. It will bear you down- 
stream whether you will or not.” 

A student of any new “ism” that happened 
along, she would sit on the porch in mid-winter, 
wrapped in furs, while her current professor, un- 
prepared for the ordeal, shivered miserably. 

She was deathly afraid of trains and ships. On 
a sea voyage she remained in her cabin and 
drugged herself with sleeping pills. 

Once, on a train journey, she took a doctor 
with her. When she had hysterics over the peril 
of traveling, the doctor doused her with a pitcher 
of ice water. She became livid with anger, but 
finished the trip without a peep. 

In 1923 Edward A, Dato, a friend of Krenn 
from Switzerland, met her and proposed she back 
a gigantic real estate venture. 

On a Sunday morning she called Krenn and 
Dato to her side and spread $5,000,000 worth of 
stocks on her $125,000 Emperor’s Rug. 

“It’s all yours,” she said. Dato wanted to give 
a receipt. “We can’t do business on that basis,” 
she told him sternly. “Now get going.” 

Like two excited schoolboys Krenn and: Dato 
“got going.” Within the year they engaged in 
huge real estate deals that stupefied more mod- 
erate plungers. The two young men became fabu- 
lously successful overnight. 

Edith sank million after million into the ever- 
expanding enterprise. Krenn, now that he had 
some money of his own, presented to her a tre- 
mendous, ornate necklace. This she had brought 
into a dinner gathering on a velvet pillow and 
added to her collection of famous emeralds. 

But Krenn was not happy in his virtual slavery. 
Often he would steal away to play haunting, mel- 
ancholy strains on the piano, or to gaze wistfully 
at trunks he had bought and never used. 


HEN the real estate bubble burst. The golden 

flood of dollars which had gone in went out 
just as quickly. It is estimated that from 1927 to 
1932 the Krenn-Dato-McCormick holdings shrank 
from $40,000,000 to zero. 

As demands for coverage became heavier and 
heavier, Edith depleted her fortune. 

In 1932 doctors recommended she move to the 
Drake Hotel, just across the street, for a quieter 
mode of living. 

At an appointed hour, regal and punctual as 
ever, she swept into her car, replete with driver 
and footmen, and was driven the 150 feet to her 
new residence. 

Sensing that the end was near, her three chil- 
dren and a sister and a brother visited her there 
—Mathilde, whose marriage to a Swiss riding 
academy master, Maj. Max 9Oser, in 1923, she had 
opposed; Fowler, whose marriage to “Fifi” Still- 
man, almost her own age, the year before had 
not met with her approval; Muriel, who had 
married Maj. Elisha Hubbard, 23 years her senior, 
but 12 months before; John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
and a sister, Mrs. E. Parmalee Prentice of New 
York. 

At this family reunion Krenn hovered in the 
background, a stranger by blood but a faithful © 
companion to the end. 

Edith McCormick the eccentric was forgotten. 
Edith McCormick the mother, who had chosen to 
follow her own lonely path, lay on her deathbed. 
The return of her children served but to empha- 
size that lonely path. A month later she died. 

She left $5,000,000 to Krenn—a.futile gesture 
of loyalty. Her fortune was all gone. Creditors 
whittled it to nothing. Then pieces of the Villa 
Turicum estate were sacrificed to meet obliga- 
tions. Now the Villa Turicum palace is for sale. 

When it goes, Edith Rockefeller McCormick 
will truly have been relegated to the past.

ENEATH the trees of Boston’s 
K sedate old Beacon Street, and in- 

side its brownstone fronts, they 
are beginning this fall to live it down. 
The years, they think, will dull the 
sharpness of the disgrace. 

- But the record always will show 
that there in Massachusetts, where 
the movement to abolish slavery in 
America was nurtured, the last Negro 
slave was held in bondage as late as 
the year 1947 by stern and cold-eyed 
Mrs. Elizabeth Ingalls, a descendant 
of Colonial Governor William ‘Brad. 
ford. Mi 

She kept a slave for nearly. 40 
years. She kept Dora Jones, of 
Georgia, from her pretty : girlhood 
deep on into middle age, and she did 
it because Dora, in the long-gone 
past, for a while stole away her first 
—now long-forgotten—husband. 

That is the record. The elderly 
Mrs. Ingalls admits it. A social and 
civic leader in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, wife of a lawyer anu 
legislator, she was recently found 
guilty of slavery under the Thirteenth

At 62, now, she is free, under a 
court’s probation, after paying a fine 
and making $6,000 restitution to Dora. 
Dora, at 57, after almost a lifetime 
of servitude in the community that 
was once the freedom terminal of 
the “underground railway,” is free 
as air. She is free to fill in details 
of a story which for four weeks of 
trial rocked a criminal courtroom. 

“I was an Alabama girl and I 
think there were 12 of us, brothers 
and sisters, in the family.” 

This was Dora, speaking this fall 
in the home of her sister, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Maples, in St. Louis. 

“T don’t Have very much educa- 
tion. A little Scripture, you might say. 
I can name the Books of the Old 
Testament and recite some verses. I 
believe the Scripture.” 

Believing it, she said, she grew 
to like a young missionary teacher 
who went down to Athens, Ga, away 
back when she and the missionary 
teacher were young. 

“She was Miss Elizabeth Kimball 
then,” said Dora. “After she went up 
to Washington, she sent for me. She 
was being married.” 

Miss Elizabeth Kimball, college 
graduate and earnest in the mission 
field, was being married.to Walter 
Harmon in the capital, and they were 
taking Dora in as a maid. 

“About four years after I had 
been there, a certain incident Nap- 
pened,” she said, her words precise 
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and her eyes suddenly averted. “After 
that, Mrs. Harmon (now Mrs. In- 
galls) said I was bad. She stopped 
paying me and said I owed her my 
entire services.” 

The incident was made more clear 
in testimony. It became the skeleton 
in the Beacon Street closet, never out 
of the mind of the slave’s grim mis- 
tress for almost two decades. 

Harmon, the husband, was young 
then, and Dora was younger, and 
they both were up in the morning 
before the mistress of the house. 

“That was when the incident hap- 
pened,” said Dora. 

When she discovered that she was 
an expectant mother, she told Mrs. 
Harmon (the later Mrs. Ingalls). 

When Mrs. Harmon heard this, 
she decided that the truth must be 
hidden from everyone who knew her, 
particularly in Boston. 

Not a word could be allowed to 
get outside. Not a hint. There could 
be none, she said. Funds were pro- 
vided for medical attention for Dora. 
Although Dora did not become a 
mother, she was given to understand 
she would thereafter stay back in an 
unending obscurity. 

But Mrs. Harmon did not rightly 
evaluate the “certain incident.” Her 
husband, the trial testimony showed, 
went back again to Dora. 

During World War I, the Harmons 
were divorced. Dora’s mistress was 
married. to Ingalls in 1918, They 
lived then in Lynn, Mass., and for 


the last 12 years in Boston. Dora 
Stayed with them under conditions 
which finally, this year, stirred one 
of their daughters, Mrs. Helen Rob- 
erts, wife of Richard Roberts, a Calli- 
fornia technical engineer, to precipi- 
tate the FBI investigation ending in 
Mrs. Ingalls’ conviction. : 

Those conditions, the trial.brought 
out, led the trial judge finally to say 
that Mrs. Ingalls had “suffered a 
national disgrace.” 

Dora, in that Beacon Street home, 
lived in a bare room, six feet by 
seven feet, next to the laundry, said 
a witness, who now is mistress of 
the home. 

“We now use the room for gar- 
bage and trash,” she testified. “It 
isn’t fit for my children’s kitten.” 

Dora, working out her penance 
(with the man, Harmon, long gone), 
shoveled snow as early as 5:30 in the 
morning, said witnesses, and worked 
16 hours a day. 

Mrs. Ingalls, thin-lipped and glow 
ering, saw to that. She threatened 
Dora with “jail or hell,” said Dora as 
a witness, and the maid, as years ran 
into decades, cringed in the Ingalls’ 
shadows. (A jury failed to find the 
Mr. Ingalls, once so eminent in Bos- 
ton, attorney for the Watch and Ward 
Society, either guilty or not guilty, 
and the charge was dropped.) 

Mrs. Ingalls, meanwhile, stepped 
firm and supercilious, among New 
England’s daughters. At home, it 
was testified, she sometimes had to

dent of the Federated Women's 
Churches, and occasionally she lec- 
tured for the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union. 

Even Mrs. Ingalls’ daughter, Helen, 
growing up, did not realize, nur did 
her sister, Ruth. Last fall, Helen first 
saw it all clearly. 

The elderly Ingallses, at last for- 
saking their stern New England for 
an old age in California, started west. 
Dora, who Mrs. Ingalls declared was 
always “just one of the family and 
no slave at all,” was taken with 
them in the car. 

The car was not a slave ship, as 
in the old days. But there was some- 
thing reminiscent of slavery about it. 

The Ingallses slept in beds on the 
way. Dora slept in the car. When 
they reached Berkeley, Cal., where 
Mrs. Ingalls’ daughter, Helen, lives, 
Helen could not restrain her pent-up 
feeling. 

Her report to the police brought 
the FBI down on the Ingallses. The 
FBI's long investigation resulted in 
the trial. 

Mrs. Ingalls, in Coronado, Calif., 
must have psychiatric treatment for 
two years, under court order. 

At last there is no “must” for 
Dora.. She sits, smiling in the sun- 
light, on her sister’s porch in St. Louis.

HEN the third Mrs. Court-

He maintains households on New 
York’s Park Avenue, at swank South- 
ampton and at Palm Beach, says 
Cynthia, and has a 65-foot cabin 
cruiser and membership in many ex- 
clusive clubs. 

Palmer, finding himself unwanted 
by the two women who once wanted 
him most, or thought they did, has 
something to say about this latest 


complication in his domestic affairs. 

There apparently is no idea of a 
settlement in his mind this time. His 
answer to Cynthia’s complaint, came 
quickly, and he charged she had been 
anything but an everloving wife. 

He said she was unfit to care for 
their child, accused her of extrava- 
gances in clothes and entertainment 
and claimed she was running around 
with other men. He calls her $41,600- 
a-year alimony demands preposterous, 
far beyond her needs and his capacity 
to pay.

Palmer says his business required 
his frequent absence and that he 
learned, while away, how domesticity 
had paled on his lovely third wife 
and how her idle moments were 
brightened by champagne parties and 
“questionable male friendships.” 
“My wife,” his papers state, “pro- 
ceeded to transform her bourgeols 
home into a continental salon where 
young male idlers could repair and 
enjoy the amenities of luxurious ex- 
istence—at my expense, of 
course.” 

Palmer says she admitted 
falling in love with one 
of her guests—Virgil 5S. 
Moore, Florida banker and 
automobile dealer — and 
wanted to marry him. Then, 
he goes on, she asked him 
to give a birthday party for 
her last March 14 at a 
Florida shore club—and in- 
vited Mr. Moore. 

Palmer says he refused 
to be host to Moore, but 
that Cynthia gave the party 
anyway and sent him the 
bill. Shortly afterwards, he 
charges, Moore went to 
California and Cynthia left 
immediately to visit friends 
there. 

The aggrieved husband 
also says that Moore often 
stayed over night at the 
Palmer home while he was 
away, that a maid found 
two of Cynthia’s combs 
under a bed occupied by a 
guest and that two Span- 
iards were entertained by 
Cynthia at the Beach Club 
at Southampton. 

Cynthia denies everything. 


The Spaniards, she says, were safely 
married and members of old and hon- 
ored Castilian families. She says she 
never was in love with Moore and 
that he stayed over only one night 
when:he was ill and couldn’t get a 
hotel room. 

Her unexpected guest for the night 
slept on the couch in the living room, 
she continues, and another guest, 
Sarah Foss, was in the house at the 
same time. 

Moore, in supplementary papers, 
says he was never alone with Cynthia 
and that he considered himself a 
friend of hoth Mr. and Mrs. Palmer.

HEN Ambrose Bierce, at a 

creaking 71, walked into the 

revolution-ridden wilds of 
Mexico in 1913, never to be heard 
from again, he was no doubt fulfill- 
ing the only destiny compatible with 
his bleak philosophy on humanity’s 
future: a sudden descent into time- 
less and welcome oblivion. 

After he vanished (there is no 
actual proof that he is dead), the very 
manner of his going brought him a 
measure of the fame he never sought 
in life. But for years, the public was 
more interested in the aura of mys- 
tery surrounding his disappearance 
than in what he had written. 

Then the literary world, come 
alive belatedly to the merits of his 
works, began a new and favorable 
appraisal of Bierce the Author rather 
than Bierce the Man. Today his 
literary stature is recognized in full 
for the first time and in a new book 
of his collected writings, published by 
the Citadel Press with a brilliant fore- 
word by Clifton Fadiman, “Bitter” 
Bierce emerges as one of the great 
writers and strange characters in 
American literature. 

He scorned renown and defied con- 
vention. He scoffed at the optimism 
and reveled in black pessimism. With 
misanthropical savagery he created 
enemies out of friends. He longed 
for death all his life and, strangely 
enough, it is only through death that 
he has lived. 

Ambrose Gwinett Bierce (he 
dropped the “Gwinett” when a con- 
temporary rival referred to him as 
“Almighty God Bierce’) was born on 
June 24, 1842, in Meigs County, Ohio, 
last of a poor farmer’s nine children. 
He hated his log cabin home and his 
famfly, later referring to his parents 
as “unwashed savages.” 

It was undoubtedly an unhappy 
childhood that channeled him toward 
misanthropy. (Many of his horror 
tales hinged on patricide and matri- 
cide and contain macabre humor, 
such as the opening sentence of “An 
Imperfect Conflagration:” “Early one 
June morning in 1872 I murdered 
my father—an act which made a 
deep impression on me at the time.”’) 

He went through the entire Civil 
War, being wounded in the head (one 
critic said he was never the same 
afterwards) and coming out as a 
major. This turbulent conflict he 
seemed to engage in with a passion- 
ate joy and his later writings on the 
subject gave proof that he considered 
the war but another justi- 
fication of his belief that so- 
called civilization was cor- 
rupt and insincere. 

From -1866 to 1872 he 
wrote for the Argonaut and 
the News Letter in San 
Francisco. In 1871 he 
married Mary Ellen Day, 
daughter of a Forty-niner. 
Two sons and a daughter 
were born. Later, as if his 
domestic life must follow 
the gloomy pattern of his 
thoughts, his wife left him, 
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his elder son was killed in = 


a shooting brawl over a girl 
and his younger son died of alcoholism. 
He spent some time in London, 
where the aggressive type of jour- 
nalism which had won him the title 
of “Bitter” Bierce made him popular 
in some circles. It was from 1887 to 
1896, during which period he conduct- 
ed a column in the San Francisco 
Examiner, that he did his best work. 
He was considered a sorv¥ of 
Samuel Johnson of the West Coast. 
Quick to attack, quick to defend, he 
made enemies by the score and ex- 
ulted in their animosity. His barbs 
fell indiscriminately. 
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Some of his sour witticisms are 
looked upon as classics today. Here 
are a few definitions from his ‘The 
Devil’s Dictionary:” 

EDIBLE: Good to eat, and whole- 
some to digest, as a worm to a toad, 
a toad to a snake, a snake to a pig, 
@ pig to a man, and a man to a worm. 

ACQUAINTANCE: A person whom 
we know well enough to _ borrow 
from, but not well enough to lend to. 
A degree of friendship called slight 
when its object is poor or obscure, 
and -intimate when he is rich or fa- 
mous. 

ABSURDITY: A statement or be- 
lief manifestly inconsistent with one’s 
own opinion. 

EGOTIST: A person of low taste, 
more interested in himself than in 
me. 
PATIENCE: A minor form of de- 
spair, disguised as a virtue. 

MARRIAGE: The state or condi- 
tion of a community consisting of a 
master, a mistress, and two slaves, 
making in all, two. 

After leaving the Examiner Bierce 
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worked in Washington for the New 
York American. 

Declining years did not soften 
him. In 1913, aged 71, his produc- 
tive days over, proud and _ disillu- 
sioned, he set his affairs in order, 
revisited the battle scenes of his 
youth and entered Mexico. His re- 
mark to an acquaintance that he’ was 
heading into the “good, good dark- 
ness,”’ indicates he was questing his 
best friend, Death. 

No one ever heard from “Bitter” 
Bierce again. 

James H. Wilkins, a San Fran- 
cisco journalist, sent to find him, 
reported that a Villa soldier had seen 
the writer shot down by Villa forces 
in 1915, but there was no proof. 

During World War I he was re- 
ported on Lord Kitchener’s staff. A 
Swiss trapper claimed to have run 
across him in the Brazilian jungle. 
Dr. Adolph Danziger de Castro 
claimed two of Villa’s generals con- 
fessed seeing him fall at the hands 
of a Villa assassin. 

According to J. Patrick Riordan, 


tt. 


soldier of fortune, Bierce was shot 
during a skirmish with federal troops 
near Mocho, Mexico. Leaving him 
water and his rifle across his lap, 
he was propped against a wall, 

“Next day I returned with Villa's 
main force,” Riordan later related, 
“Bierce was still sitting against the 
wall, But he was dead,” 

Another story had him dying In a 
Napa, Calif., insane asylum, All 
lacked substantiation. 

Bierce’s disappezrance became the 
subject of numercus short stories, 
psychoanalysis, crystal gazing, prose 
fantasies, dialogues and editorial com- 
ment. “Where is Ambrose Bierce?” 
became a more important question 
than “Who is Ambrose Bierce?” 

Now the world is beginning to 
know who Ambrose Bierce is— 
through his writings. Through his 
very bitterness and refusal to com- 
promise with the black world he saw, 
he has left a legacy of contrasting 
hope. As Clifton Fadiman says: 

“He was so obsessed by the hor- 
ror of real life that he had to call 
in the aid of another dimension to 
express it. He seemed to be saying 
to us: ‘You do not have enough sense 
to shudder by yourselves; I will make 
you shudder then at spirits which 
are but yourselves upon another 
plane! If I cannot make you shrink 
from life, I will make you shrink 
from its goal and culmination— 
death!’ 

“It is fitting that someone should 
be born and dive and die, dedicated 
to the expression of bitterness. It is 
praper that there should be at least 
one man able to give penetrating ex- 
pression to that mood.” 

It is doubtful that, could “Bitter” 
Bierce regard this kindly criticism 
from another sphere, hé would an- 
swer with restraint. 


According to J. Patrick Riordan, Soldier of Fortune, He Found Bierce 
Propped Against a Wall, His Rifle Across His Lap. But This Only Served 
to Deepen the Mystery of What Became of the Famous Writer.

ARRY LASCELLES, born poor, 
— had grown steadily more so 

until fon a time he lived on 
government relief. 

But “Death, the great receiver,” 
cancels all debts —so one day Harry 
returned to the front with his Gren- 
adier Guards, expecting to “die like 
a gentleman.” 

First, however, he spoke a few 
kind words to an old, despised tramp. 

Lascelles did not die but the tramp 
did, leaving him nearly $12,000,000 in 
English money — he became the Ear] 
of Harewood and the King’s brother- 
in-law, living happily ever after with 
the Princess Mary, until he passed 
away the other day at the age of 64. 

Of course there are several catches 
in this fantastic true story of “Lucky” 
Lascelles or it would be as improbable 
as the Greek myth of Philemon and 
Baucis, a poverty-stricken couple who 
became rich by entertaining two 
tramps who happened to be gods, 
Zeus and Hermes, disguised. 

As a further reward, when Phile- 
mon died, he was converted into an 
oak while his good wife, Baucis, be- 
came a linden tree—all of which is 
more miraculous, but not such an 
honor as marrying into the royal 
family. 

The main catch is that Harry’s 
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tramp was a nobleman, the Earl of 
Clanricarde, and noble tramps are 
uncommon. 

Also he was the only one, as far 
as known, to be worth $12,000,000 
which made him as unusual as a 
Greek deity walking ardund in rags. 
Most’ hoboes do not have folding 
money to leave. 

Only a _ psychiatrist could have 
fathomed how this character got that 
way, though some think it had to 
do with his being an absentee Irish 
landlord. 

After coming into his inheritance, 
instead of living up to it, he lived 
down to pauperdom or as close as 
he could without disturbing his other 
hobbies. 

With $320,000 a year to spend, His 
Lordship seems to have tried to live 
as poorly as his tenants, first in. a 
two-room flat, then in a slightly 
larger one in Hanover Square, where 
he allowed his housekeeper only six- 
pence a day for “cooking coals.” 

But the miser stacked the kitchen 
with priceless Sevres china while the 
other rooms were a storehouse for 
dust-covered paintings and _ other

Peers of the realm are expected 
to join exclusive London clubs and 
because he conformed to that one 
proper requirement, the real trouble 
began. The earl, having stopped buy- 
ing clothes, became shabbier and 
shabbier, his trousers and sleeves 
frayed and ragged at the cuffs, while 
his ancient cloak turned a “tramp’s 
purple” from the weather because 
he never took a cab. 

When occasion demanded a silk 
hat he wore one, but so aged that he 
was often seen licking the top of 
its crown with his tongue to make 
the fuzz lie down. His reaction to 
hints and innuendoes was to go from 
bad to worse. 

In club dining rooms he would 
order a brace of chops, eat one and 
put the other in his pocket. 

Chefs refused to fry for him bits 
of fat and gristle, salvaged from gar- 
bage cans, but a charwoman obliged 
the rich man, in the belief that. he 
was a starving down-and-outer. 

Most exasperating of all was the 
trick of sitting in a club window, 
dressed like a tramp and licking the 


tip of his nose with the tip of his 
tongue, a feat which always drew 
a crowd. 

Still they did not expel him be- 
cause it just isn’t done to earls for 
eccentricities. 

Instead they gave him the 
silent treatment, all members 
acting as if he did not exist. 

This had been going on for 
years without visible benefit. 
Then Lascelles entered the pic- 
ture and here must be men- 
tioned the second catch. 

Though not to the money, 
Lascelles was very much to the 
manner born. 

Some dreaded day, he would 
inherit the title of his impov- 
erished father, the Earl of 
Harewood. However, his par- 
ents managed to send him to 

Eton and Sandhurst; after’ which 
Harry joined the Grenadier Guards, 
then became an attache of the Em- 
bassy at Rome. 

He then went to Canada where ad- 
venturers sometimes get rich quick, 
only to lose his little all in a forest 
fire which forced him along with 
others to live for a while on relief.

For 10 years he had disliked and 
avoided that person but the. resolve 
to die had so softened Harry that 
he politely inquired about his health. 

For some time they chatted, dis- 
covering a common interest in china 


_ and glass which moved the old man 
to promise the younger a piece or 


two when he came back. 

“My best bet is not to come back,” 
observed Harry. 

The shabby ear! studied him some 
time before replying: 

“Young man, Julius Caesar once 
said that death is not always wooed 
easily. You will come back.” 

A year later, though once gassed, 
twice wounded, twice mentioned in 
dispatches, decorated with the D.S.O. 
and Croix de Guerre, he was still in 
the trenches when he learned that 
Clanricarde had left him nearly 3,000,- 
000 pounds. 

This was followed by the death 
of his father, giving him the title 
which could now be carried oh as 
it should be. 

The tramp was Lascelles’ great- 
uncle but it was those few kind 
words which made him write a new 
will that very day. 

After the war, the new Earl of 
Harewood did credit to the title, in 
every way, including a racing stable. 

Though he never won a Derby, it 
was at the tracks that he met, wooed 


‘and won Princess Mary, daughter of 


King George V.

HE little 10-year-old giri haa poured kerosene 
on the coals of a grate-stove to give a flash 
of warmth to a home on the outskirts of 

Adamsville, Ga., that never had known too much 
of comforts or luxury. Then came an explosion, 
a great burst of flame, accompanied by tragedy, 
terror and death. 

Against this backdrop of disaster was the bob- 
bing tow-head and grim-set jaw of Georgie Poore, 
Jr., a lad of seven who braved flame and smoke 
to rescue two baby sisters and his own school- 
books and to win a place in history as nominee 
for the Carnegie Award for Heroism. 

Young George Poore’s brush with destiny was 
not the greatest story of all time to come out of 
the state of Georgia, whose red clay dirt and pine 
forests and plantations and sometimes primitive 
settlements have witnessed high drama in -the 
history of this nation from its inception. 

But there was a unique factor involved, which 
again has set in motion the age-old controversy as 
to whether heredity or environment determines 
the careers of young boys and girls. 

When Georgie plunged three times into the 
flaming wreckage of his home, he was in more 
ways than one the undisputed master of his house 
and had assumed the burden of tasks far above 
his years and strength. His father was in jail, 
serving from three to five years for larceny. 


SYCHOLOGISTS and sociologists debate end- 

lessly upon the subject of home training and 
parental heredity with regard to the manner in 
which a well or poorly brought up child will react 
to the emergencies and realities of adult life. They 
cite case histories and records, only to find them- 
selves amidst confusion, confounded as to which 
is the exception and which the rule. 

In future arguments over the relative import- 
ance of environment and heredity, students of the 
subject will find good material for analysis in the 
courageous conduct of young Georgie when fire 
raked the Poore home that cold night last March. 

The elder Poore, who was in jail serving out 
his term at what must have been for him a time 
of utmost and deepest futility, had eight children, 
It was the 10-year-old Jewel who in her innocence 
tried to stoke the coal fire with kerosene. In the 
dining room were George, Jr., busy with his home- 
work, and his mother. 

“Suddenly,” Mrs. Poore recalls, “there was a 
loud explosion, and the next thing I knew, Betty, 
my five-year-old daughter, came running into the 
room, her hair aflame.” 

The frantic mother fearlessly beat out the 
flames in her daughter’s hair with her bare hands 
and then rushed:-into another room in a vain effort 
to rescue Jewel. Georgie, in the meantime, had 
dashed into the fire-swept bedreom, beating out 
the flames on the clothing of two smaller sleeping 
sisters and, scooping a child under each arm, 
rushed them out into the cold night air. 

Georgie went back to do what else he could. 
Then as his mother stood weeping on the front 
lawn of the home, he said: “Be back in a minute.” 

Out he came with the schoolbooks upon which 
he had been working when tragedy struck. 


A three-month-old baby and a three-year-old sister 
were the two saved by George Poore, and 
if it had not been for him the entire family might 
have been wiped out. A newspaper writer first 
called statewide attention to the boy’s heroism. 
The writer described him as a “manly little chap” 
but somehow neglected to mention that he looks 
very much like a miniature edition of another 
very great hero, known to all the world by the 
name of Dwight David Eisenhower. 

Jewel Poore died from the burns she received 
in the blast. She lived only long enough for her 
father to reach her bedside from the Georgia 
Tattnall Prison, 175 miles away from Adamsville. 
He was paroled for that purpose when Georgia 
state authorities learned of his family tragedy. 

Things have been done to alleviate the hard- 
ships of young Georgie’s mother and his surviv- 
ing brothers and sisters, if any. human contribu- 
tions can heal such deep wounds. 

The Adamsville community raised a fund to 
restore and rebuild their gutted little house. The 
American Red Cross did its part and the Carnegie 
medal for Georgie himself is being pushed by 
hundreds of persons in all walks of life. 

Perhaps the most encouraging part of it is 
that the boy’s unquestioned acts of heroism and 
the adulation that ensued had not spoiled him. 

He is, as the Adamsville folks say, a good kid, 
who learned things the hard way, without a fa- 
ther to tell him the rules or teach him the ropes.

Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York. 

There were years of hardship, 
though, before “Rumor in the Forest” 
finally emerged. 

Madeleine had reached the age of 
21 before she had the opportunity, and 
before her ideas had _ sufficiently 
crystaHized for her to write the de- 
lightful allegory of four barnyard 
animals — Muc, the philosophical 


rabbit; Grey-Flight, the pigeon; Siko,,. 


the handsome cat; and Rahu the 
wonderful and powerful dog—who 
escape from the bondage of the barn- 
yard and seek completely selfish 


lives of freedom in the wildness of: 


the forest. 

Each member of this quartet of 
dumb creatures in revolt against man- 
kind speaks with the“voice of a 
human and expresses views easily 
attributable to men and women. 

Each learns through his own be- 
wildering and terrifying experiénces 
that love and self-sacrifice, rather 
than freedom and selfishness, are the 
true means to happiness. Two give 
their lives for the cause; two return 
to serve man.

into meal for the good of man; the 
advice of the grapevine with fruits 
about to be trampled and pressed, 


“Envy us our bliss, you who exist for 


yourself alone.” 

The philosophy is summarized by 
Muc, the rabbit, when he is dying 
from wounds inflicted by a hunter. 

“There can’t be two laws, two 
kinds of happiness, two kinds of love. 
And freedom doesn’t count before 
love...You’ll never be richer or freer 
than divesting yourselves of your- 
selves. If you give only half your 
life the other half will be resentful 
and its reproaches will rob you of 
joy. 

“Be a sacrifice in the universal 
sacrifice,” he admonishes, and ad- 
vocates “that law of love which 
should govern all the world, and pre 
vent it from shrivelling like an old 
furze-bush.” 

One feels that these animals are 
voicing a philosophy built on Made- 
leine Couppey’s own battles with life. 

Born in 1919, Madeleine was one 
of five children. Her father earned 
very little as a carpenter and her 
mother, who had been a plain farm- 
hand since the age of eight, spent her 


nights stringing pearls to earn a few 
extra pennies. 

Overworked and discouraged 
Madeleine’s mother died when the 
child was eight. Soon afterward a 
hard-hearted stepmother took her 
place. 

The woman had no regard for 
Madeleine’s obvious intelligence and 
ability. Although at the age of 12 
the child had been honored by having 
some of her school compositions pub- 
lished in a scholastic review in Paris, 
the stepmother got her a job as a 
housemaid as soon as she graduated 
from primary school. 

With the depression, when the 
girl was 16, she found herself un- 
employed and joined the weary mul- 
titude of persons who tramped the 
streets looking for work. 

Perseverance netted her a place in 
a garage as a car-washer; a job much 
too strenuous for one so young and 
frail. Madeleine often fainted in the 
poorly ventilated cellar where the 
work was done 

Although fellow workers shared 
their meals with the girl she was ex: 
tremely undernourished. The step- 
mother, it is said, was much more 
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vited her to stay and for 18 months 
Madeleine had her first taste of 
freedom. Here she wrote most of 
her book. 

The last few pages, however, 
were written in Paris where Miss 
Couppey had returned in 1941 to 
an existence of poverty and misery. 

Actually Madeleine, like the ani- 
mals in her story, had come back 
to serve others. 

When her self-appointed task was 
completed she learned stenography 
and typewriting and became the sec- 
retary of Jacques Haumont, a Pa- 
risian writer and printer. He was 
working in the resistance movement 
and Madeleine helped him print 
pamphlets and “The Notebooks of 
the Liberation.” 

It wasn’t until 1945 that a pub- 
lisher accepted her precious manu- 
script for publication. Today her 
book has reached its 58th edition 
in Paris and has been translated in 
England, the United States, Norway, 
Sweden and Finland. 

Madeleine Couppey at 28 now 
lives modestly in the country on 
her royalties and is sending her 
brother, the only member of her 
family aside from herself to survive, 
to school. 

She is writing a novel and toying 
with the idea of collaborating with 
someone in the creation of animated 
animal cartoons, 

Maybe she has another message 
that only dumb creatures can convey 
to man.

F YOU’RE looking for a husband, 
and haven’t already met the right 

man, either through school or 
college, or in the home of a friend, 
your next best chance of meeting him 
is to go out and get a job. 

Not just any job. Some have a 
better marriage ratio than others. 

Almost twice as many social 
workers get married as do their sister 
librarians. Social workers get around 
more and meet a lot of people. A 
librarian spends-all of her days with 
books, and most of her evenings, too, 
according to the marriage percentage. 

A music teacher stands a better 
chance of finding a husband than a 
college professor. The United States 
Census Bureau reports that 39.5 
per cent of the working women’ 
musicians and music teachers 
are married, whereas, only 16.5 
per cent of the college teachers 
and professors can call them- 
‘seves, “Mrs.” 

An old familiar lament from 
spinster wage-earners goes like 
this, “The trouble with my job 
is I never meet any men!” Their 
complaint is legitimate. Propin- 
quity is still one of Cupid’s 
ablest assistants. The more men 
that cross a girl’s path, the more 
-likely she is to catch one in her 
marital trap. 

The most traveled occupa- 
tion for women is that of an air- 
line hostess. There are fewer 
than 5,000 of them, yet their 
matrimonial batting average 
tops the field. 

The Air Transport Associa- 
tion of America reports that 45 
per cent of airline hostesses 
leave annually to be married. Less 
than 5 per cent marry passengers, 
Nearly 20 per cent marry airline per- 
sonnel. The balance go back to their 
home towns to marry local boys or 
wed men they met in other places. 

Their marriageability bears out 
the statement of Helen Hess, assistant 
to Admiral E. S. Land, President of 
the Air Transport Association. 

“It’s quite natural hostesses should 
be particularly favored in the mar- 
riage market,” Miss Hess said, ,“be- 
cause they are picked for charm, 
poise, good health, initiative, intelli- 
gence and an interest in people.” 


If a girl who is seeking a career — 


and also a husband has the proper 
qualifications and is willing to invest 
from two to three years in training, 
she will fare well in the marriage 
mart by becoming a nurse. (A re- 
cent survey showed that 99.44 per 
cent of the women questioned ad- 
‘mitted marriage was their number 
one choice of a career.) - 

There are over 300,000 practicing 
nurses. Within three years after 
graduation, well over a third of the 
nurses marry.. In hospitals a nurse 
has ample opportunity to meet more 
than her quota of prospective hus- 
bands, both -doctors and patients. 

Over a third of the members of 
the Women's Auxillary of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association (wives of 
doctors) are nurses or former nurses. 

Public school teachers are more 
apt to remain unmarried. The Na- 
tional Education Association reports 
that in 1941, of 693,100 women_teach- 
ers, Only 143,950 were married. 


The Communications Workers of ' 


America estimates. that more than 
one-third of its telephone operators 
are married, while slightly more than 
that leave yearly to be~ married, 
many returning to work’ later. 
During the war, one out of every 
five WACS and women Marines 
married, service records show. 
Marriage in itself is women’s 
number one occupation. In_ the 
United States, at the age of 15, every

girl’s chances of getting a husband 
are nine in ten. At 30, they are six 
in ten. One out of every seven single 
girls is destined to remain so. 

More girls are married at the age 
of 23 than at any other time, although 
one in every eight girls is married 
by the. time she’s 19. For this 
younger age bracket, the figures are 
almost twice as much in the South. 

Widows and divorcees offer keen 
competition to their single rivals.

If he’s still a bachelor at 40, a 
girl's chances of nabbing him are 
about one in. six. 

A woman's chances of finding a 
husband are better in a small town 
than a big city, yet three-fourths of 
the women who work live in towns or 
cities. In 1940, there were more men 
than women in 80 out of 92 major 
cities. There are 54,420,000 women 
over 14 years of age in the United 
States. In June, 1947, there were 17 
million women workers. Almost one- 
fourth were married. In the main, 
working women are either single, 
widowed or divorced. Eighty-four 
per cent of all women work to sup- 
port themselves or themselves and 
dependents. In the United States in 
1946, there were 2,600,000 marriages 
and 620,000 divorces. 

There are more single women 
among college graduates than among 
farmers’ daughters who never fin- 
ished grade school. Ninety-seven per 
cent of the farm girls who had only 
one to four years of grade school 
are married, yet over a third of the 
college graduates who live in cities 
of 250,000 or more are single. 

An analysis of the 1940 census 
shows that men and women, particu- 
larly women, tend to marry persons 
with schooling similar to their own. 

The 1940 census reports that three- 
fourths of the employed women were 
concentrated in only 23 occupations, 
in each of which 100,000 or more 
women were employed. 

The numbers of servants in private 
families ranked first; stenographers, 
typists and _ secretaries, second; 
teachers, third; saleswomen, fifth; 
waitresses, ninth; trained nurses and 
student nurses, tenth and telephone 
operators, 14th. 

No concrete figures on occupa- 
tional marriage ratios have been of- 
fered by the Census Bureau. It has, 
however, compiled a list of the per- 
centage of working married women 
in these following professions:

Champion and son of champions, Nordlicht, 
through no fault of his own, has incurred the 
enmity of the New York Jockey Club, ruled by 
a handful of men who have set themselves up 
as Princes in the Sport of Kings. 

Like hundreds of scientists and inventors who 
fled Nazi rule to bring their talents and their 
secrets to their newly adopted country, Nord- 
Jicht stands ready to serve by perpetuating one 
of the finest blood lines in race horse history. 

But the Jockey Club, flicking its imported 
riding gloves against bulging jodhpurs,. has ban- 
ished Nordlicht to life among the _ half-breds, 
inferring it cannot trust him, his ancestors, or 
his sponsor —the United States Army! 

Nordicht was sired by Oleander, generally re- 
garded as Germany’s greatest race horse. Olean- 
cer won the Grand Prize of Baden three times 
and was the two-time winner of the Grand Prize 
of Berlin and the Grand Prize of Austria. 

Nor was there anything weak about the mare 
lereide, which foaled Nordlicht six years ago. 
She was never beaten in 10 starts! 

Her greatest victory was the winning of the 
1936 German Derby, defeating the favored Cor- 
1ida in record time, and gaining the enmity of 
the Hitler clique which had backed Corrida. 


HE two champions, Oleancer and Nereide, pro- 

duced but one foal. between them. ‘hat was 
Nordlicht, leit alone to carry on tie b.cod line. 

Nordlicht didn’t race as a two-year-old, but 
as a three-year old he approached the siatus of 
a German Man o’ War, winning four races in 
six starts, including the German Derby. 

The increasing fury of. Allied bombings and 
the general tightening up process as the Nazis 
prepared to meet invasion combined to end Nord 
licht’s racing career. 

With hundreds of other thoroughbreds from 
the stables of Count Sproti, Baron Oppenheim 
and Fritz Thyssen, he was shipped to the com- 
paratively quiet countryside of western Germany. 

Nordlicht’s ribs stuck out through the dried 
mud on his‘sides; his mane and his tail collected 
burs——-but his spirit didn’t suffer. 

He managed to gallop and to snort a regal 
greeting when the Americans came. They came 
and looked and said: “There is a horse!” 

Nordlicht didn’t have to refer them to his 
clippings. They had the German Stud Book. 
Through agents inside Germany, the Remount 
Service of the United States Army knew every- 
thing there was to know about Nordlicht. 

The Intelligence Officer of the European 
Theatre had assigned to the Remount Service 
such men as Master Sergeant Friedlander, born 
in Germany, later an American citizen and stu- 
dent, who knew Germans—and horses. 

All told, the VU. S. Army requisitioned 235 
7erman horses, of which 91 were thoroughbreds, 
their blood lines duly authenticated through 
records and identification on the scene-—-and not 
in the Jockey Club offices on Park Avenue. 


I requisitioned horses were brought to the 
U. S. in November, 1945, and August, 1946. 

Their rations were increased to eight or ten 
pounds of oats daily, a pound of bran, four 
ounces of powdered milk and two ounces of 
molasses. Nordlicht and his immigrant pals grew 
sleek and sassy, fit to serve their new masters. 
The Remount Service selected, him and 37 
others as the first to be registered in the Ameri- 
can Stud Book, through the‘Jockey Club. 

The Remount Service took pains to point out 


spokesman told the Jockey Club: 

“We feel that these German horses are a most 
valuable addition to our Remount blood stock. 
These horses represent some of the finest blood 
lines in the world. Furthermore, many of them 
are the result of selective breeding on the part 
of the governmental agencies in Europe.” 


|= Jockey Club rejected the 38 applications 
and gave some reasons that merited a horse 
laugh from the Army Remount station at Front 
Royal, Virginia, where Nordlicht was marking 
time, like a good soldier. 

For one thing the Jockey Club decided the 
thoroughbreds hadn't been registered with the 
Union Club, the “proper” authority in Germany. 

The United States Army, through Colonel F. L. 
Hamilton of its Remount Service, gently but 
clearly explained that the Union Club has had 
no control over German breeding or racing since 
World War I, nearly 30 years ago! 


The Jockey Club went on to explain the horses 
had been given the cold shoulder, so to speak, 
by the French Breeders Syndicate—and the Syn- 
dicate’s actions were law where the New York 
Jockey Club was concerned. 

Again, the United States Army enlightened 
the Jockey Club with this contention: 

For months after the occupation, Frenchmen 
could not enter the American Zone without the 
permission of the American Commander, which 
was rarely granted. The spokesman continued: 

“At our request, one (1) Frenchman was per- 
mitted to travel with us in Germany; and this 
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it had no intention of running a racing stable. 
Between 1921 and 1945, the army service had 
increased its holdings from 165 to more than 700 
stallions. These stallions are placed with civilian 
agents throughout the country and maintained 
without expense to the government. 

By making good stallions available to all horse- 
men,‘ the: Army -has dofie-a good jab of improving 
the breed of*American horses generally and a

Frenchman was, and probably still is, one of the 
most active and important members of the re- 
patriation committee of the French Syndicate.

HE Frenchman claimed a number of horses 

at Isaarland, where breeding diseases prompted 
the American experts to shy off, and shipped the 
partially identified animals to France where, it 
was reported, they are duly registered. That 
makes them welcome here, as far as the Jockey 
Club is concerned. 

The Army isn’t content to place the fate of 
its horses in the hands of a French Breeders 
Syndicate, the spokesman said, nor does it con-

qualified to sit in judgment on the horses.” 

Finally, the Jockey Club explained the applica- 
tions had received “full and extended considera- 
tion.” It took a total of five weeks to study the 
blood lines of 38 horses—-and find them lacking! 

The Army has requested that a committee of 
disinterested persons be appointed to pass on the 
breeding and qualifications of Nordlicht and the 
other German thoroughbreds. 

One horseman who has followed the matter 
claims the Army used the wrong technique in its 
approach to the Jockey Club. His explanation: 

“If the United States Army had turned the 
German horses over to the French or the British 
and had them certified, the names would have 
been entered in the New York Jockey Club books. 

“The Jockey Club would have respected the 
findings of a British de-Nazification court because 
right now the Club is asking the English Jockey 
Club to rescind the Jersey Act of 1913, which has 
a clause that can make half-breds out of nearly 
all American horses, including Man o’ War. 

“Then there’s another thing: The Army says 
its one desire is to improve the breed of Ameri- 
can horses by providing the services of thorough. 
bred stallions free. ‘That irks the Jockey Club, 
which has a monopoly on improving the breed 
here—from the $2 mutuel windows to registering 
stallions, whose owners get thousands of dollars 
every year for their services. 


“The Jockey -Club conveniently forgets one 
item: Before the states legalized horse racing and 
took their respective shares of the daily handle 
in the mutuel machines, racing at tracks recog- 
nized by the Jockey Club was permitted solely to 
improve the breed—for the U. S. Army Remount 
service! The Jockey Club seems to owe the Army 
more than the Army owes the Club. 

“The Jockey Clud tolerated the U. S, Army 
during the war. But now, in time of peace, it con- 
siders the Army lacks the background necessary 
to pick a thoroughbred from a nag.” 


ORDLICHT enjoyed a chuckle, by proxy, re- 

cently when his GI grooms came across the 
newspaper account of England’s historic Derby 
at Epsom. 

The odds-on favorite, Tudor Minstrel, was de- 
feated by the long shot Pearl Diver. Pear! Diver 
was bred in occupied France under an alias! 

But this changing of names, an arch offense 
against thoroughbred breeding laws, was given 
the blessing of the French Breeders Syndicate 
which means the French horse with the alias 
would be welcomed to the royal enclosure of the 
New York Jockey Club on Park Avenue. 

But Nordlicht must stay in exile because he 
has ne one to back him-—except the United States 
Army, which apparently has no standing in the 
royal court of the New York Jockey Club. 
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‘We Eew hope for problem drinkers 

N has come from experimental 

treatments now being given to 

curb, even entirely stop, the appetite 
for alcohol. 

Several well-known medicines, es- 
pecially Benzedrine Sulfate (also 
called Amphetamine), give promise 
of playing the most important part 
in the prevention and cure of con- 
“firmed alcoholism. 

Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, of the Univer. 
sity of Illinois Medical School, Chi- 
cago, is among the 4eaders in this 
new field of research. He and his 
associates are investigating whether 
Benzedrine can curtail the appetite for 


alcohol, since it is known to curb 
the appetite for food and so is. used 
in the treatment of obesity. 

One of thé most important keys 


of this research is the method of 
measuring the degree of “euphoria;”’ 
or feeling of exaitatign, which alco- 
hol and Benzedrine give. If it turns 
out that the medicinal drug provides 
greater “mental lift” than does al 
cohol, especially in persons disposed 
to become problem drinkers, a defi 
nite advance towards the control of 
alcoholism would be made. 

Encouraging results from Benze- 
drine treatment have been reported 
by Dr. Wilfred Bloomberg of Boston, 
Mass., in the New England Journal 
of Medicine, as well as by other phy- 
sicians and psychiatrists. 

One housewife, 40 years of age 
when she was first examined, had 
been drinking for five years. Every 
three months or so she had two or 
three “lost week ends.” She was on 
the verge of delirium tremens. She 
was given daily doses of Benzedrine 
for one month, 

At the end of the period she re- 
ported that she had had nothing to 
drink since the treatment had com- 
menced. Eleven months later, her 
husband said that she had gone for 
nine months without a drink. 

Another woman was 33 years old, 
separated from her husband and un- 
employed. She had been drinking 
heavily for three years, consuming 
daily one pint of gin or whiskey. 
After she began to take Benzedrine 
pills, she had no desire for alcohol, 
and had drunk only two glasses of 
beer in the whole month. 

One patient said she hated alco- 
holism when she married at the age 
of 20. Her husband was a regular 
drinker, however, so she gradually 
took to liquor herself, to keep him 
company. While they languished in 
institutions, their two children, one 
of them a two-year-old boy, s:iffered.

Benzedrine feeding stopped her de- 
sire to drink and she resumed a nor- 
mal life, regained a useful occupation 
and again took care of her children, 

There seems to be a definite an- 
tagonism between alcohol and Benze.- 
drine. The drug somehow prevents 
the’ usual increase of alcohol in the 
blood, and so checks acute intoxica- 
tion. It prevents most, if not all, 
symptoms of hangover. It stimulates 
the nervous system, enabling a per- 
son to face the world without drink, 

Dr, Max Rinkel and Dr. A. Myer- 
son, Boston psychiatrists, have re- 
lieved severe hangovers, even stupors, 
by injection of Benzedrine Sulfate 
solutions into the veins. 

There are other medicines, also, 
which give great promise of helping 
to solve the problem of compulsive 
drinking. Dr. Rinkel, for example, 
had a patient who had been a chronic 
alcoholic of many years, during 
which he had been arrested and jailed

repeatedly, had been sued for debts 
and divorce and hadn't been able to 
hold any job, The psychiatrist meas- 
ured the electrical waves coming 
from his head, and learned that the 
patient had hidden epilepsy. 

Dr. Rinkel gave the patient Sodi- 
um Dilantin, used for epilepsy. The 
patient ceased to drink. In six years, 
without touching liquor, he has made 
and saved considerable money, paid 
off his debts, bought a house and be- 
come a father. Dilantin, apparently, 
not only alleviated the hidden ten- 
dency towards epilepsy but at the 
Same time cured him of alcoholism. 

Injections of insulin and vitamin 
B-1 and Benzedrine, also inhaling of 
oxygen, help in detoxifying, that is, in 
purging out excessive alcohol in acute 
intoxication. Benzedrine and, in one 
case, Dilantin have even altered per- 
sonality. Experimental treatments 
have convinced Prof. Roger J. Wil- 
liams, of the University of Texas, 
that susceptibility to alcoholism is 
due, primarily, to a special “metabolic

pattern”—a chemical system of the 
body which affects personality. 

At the Psychiatric Institute and 
Hospital, New York, .a group of 
scientists, aided by funds given by the 
Research Council on Problems of Al- 
cohol, measured the intelligence and 
personality characteristics- of 47 al 
cohol addicts. ‘The most important 
thing they found was that these prob- 
lem drinkers had a bright, normal 
intelligence, but something in their 
emotional makeup, their personality, 
prevented them from making the full- 
est use of their mental abilities. 

However, instead of isolating 
themselves, the drinkers, like Don 
Quixote, went out to fight the wind- 
mills—-exposed themselves to dangers. 
. When asked what professions 
they preferred, they all wanted to 
have glamorous, aggressive, danger- 
ous occupations, although they should 
have liked the quiet life. They 
wanted to be auto racers, stunt fliers, 
gym instructors, taxicab drivers. 

Scientific research is attempting 
to develop reliable chemical and psy- 
chological tests to diagnose early sus- 
ceptibility to alcoholism. For those 
found to be susceptible, prophylactic 
(chemical and mental) treatments 
may be developed. 

Dr. Lyman C. Duryea, of the Re- 
search Cquncil on Problems of Al- 
cohol, and other authorities believe 
that it is particularly dangerous to 
drink when passing through periods 
of tension. They say, “Ladies, watch 
your calendar! Do not drink in the 
days of periodic tension and irrita- 
bility, for these recur and a rhythm 
of drinking may be formed—possibly 
leading to addiction.” 

Some 60,000,000 Americans take 
alcoholic drinks, and of these 3,000,000 
drink excessively, and 750,000 are 
chronic alcoholics in the worst sense. 
During the war years from 1940 to 
1945, there was a definite increase in 
chronic alcoholism—among men 22.6 
per cent, among women 12.6 per cent.

Nevertheless, the parson 
agreed to ask the Army 
Chemical Warfare Depart- 
ment if it knows a more hu- 
mane method of knocking 
off the ugly, fluttering ani. 
mals. One way or another, 
he’s going to get the bats 
out of his belfry.

" GREATLY fear, Superintendent, that the 
dead woman was a friend of mine named 
Asquith who lived in a bungalow in: Wey- 
mouth.” 

Boston’s chief of police, Edward W. Fallon, 
regarded his visitor, Mrs. Isabel Murphy of Com- 
monwealth ave., with what could be described as 
restrained exasperation. 

“No doubt you have some basis for this suspi- 
cion?” he suggested. 

“Well, not much, but—” 

“After all, we have no body yet-——only legs 
found in separate bundles in Boston harbor last 
Monday afternoon,” Fallon reminded her. “Since 
then we have launched the greatest organized 
search in the history of New England, and we 
have checked more than 200 descriptions of miss- 
ing girls and women.” 

“T’m sure you have been doing everything pos- 
sible,” Mrs. Murphy conceded. “All I know is 
that I haven’t seen Mrs. Asquith for three weeks.” 

“What of it?” ' 

“Wee were very good friends, Superintendent. 
I can’t believe that she would have left town 
without a word to me.” 

“A married woman, I take it?” 

“A widow.” 

“Did she have a job?” 

“Not lately, but she used to be a shoe model.” 

Fallon’s chair, which had been tipped back, hit 
the floor with a bang. “A shoe model, you said?” 

Mrs. Murphy nodded, and dabbed her eyes. 

“Did she have very small feet?” Fallon asked. 
““Good-looking? No blemishes?” 

. “She had the prettiest feet I ever saw.”

Fallon recalled Medical Examiner William J, 
Brickley's report, Size 3 shoe...Ankles 7 inches 
in circumference, calves 10%, knees 13, feet 8'4. 
Feet very dainty...Remarkably free from blem- 
ishes and callouses. 

“Oh, I hope it turned out that she simply went 
away!” Mrs. Murphy was saying. “She planned 
to marry a man named John Lyons, who lived 
here in town, on St. Botolph St.” 

“She had a boy friend, did she?” 

“Yes. I’ve gone to his place several times, 
thinking to pick up some news of her.” 

“And what did you find out?” 

“T couldn’t find out anything! Mr. 
seems to have disappeared, too!”’ 

That information gave Fallon another jolt. 

“And he didn’t leave any word, either!” the 
visitor added. 

Mrs. Murphy related that her missing friend, 
the former Grayce Griffin, had married Godfrey 
Asquith, a farmer, at Weston, Mass., in 1924, 
when she was 39. The husband had died three 
years later, leaving her property valued at $5,000 
and a small trust fund. ; 

“What about the boy friend?” Fallon asked. 

“Oh, Mr. pees | is really awfully nice, Mr. 
Fallon. I wouldn’t want you to think that he had 
anything to do with her—her disappearance. He 
was disabled in the war, and got compensation. A 
tall, good-looking man—38 on his last birthday, 
I believe.” 

“Any family?” 

“He has two sisters. One works as a secretary 
for a big auto concern here, and the other is mar- 
ried to a prominent merchant in Lowell.” 

Fallon and a group of* detectives drove to the 
Asquith bungalow on Alpine road, Weymouth,

just south of Boston. Within a very few minutes 
they saw that Mrs. Murphy’s fears had been well 
founded. 

The place bore unmistakable evidence of a 
violent crime. 

Fallon noted that the dinner table had been 


set for three persons. A meal, nearly ready for 
consumption, had not been touched. 

“Seems to be more to this than meets the eye,” 
the police chief remarked. “Mrs. Asquith seems 
to have been killed, and her boy friend, Lyons, 
seems to have disappeared. But there is a third 
person involved, judging from this evidence here.” 


T LYONS’ rooming house on St. Botolph St., 
his landlady, Mrs. Fannie Stanley, said she 
had not seen him since Saturday, Sept. 19. 

“Somebody called for him in a car, and that 
was the last I saw of him,” she said. “I was 
standing right here, and he said, ‘See you later, 
Mrs. Stanley.” He never came back.” 

His fifty-dollar disability check still lay in the 
mail box, unclaimed, 

Lyons’ sisters reported that they had no infor- 
mation as to his whereabouts. He had spent two 
weeks with them at their summer place in Wind- 
ham, N. H., and had returned to Boston on Sept. 1, 
They had seen him on a number of occasions after 
that, but not since about the middle of the month, 

That same night, Monday, Oct. 5, 1936, the 
Boston authorities posted an offer of a $500 re- 
ward for information which might lead to the 
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whereabouts of the missing veteran. 

From various sources it had been established 
that he ‘had-been seen in and about the Asquith 
bungalow, and that he had stayed there the week 
end before he and she vanished. 

Break No.: 2 in the mystery came ‘the next 
morning. Again the information came from a 
visitor to Supt. Fallon at headquarters. This vis- 
itor was Mrs. Asquith’s attorney, George Locus. 

“T have things to report,” he began, “which 
ought to go a long way toward solving this case.” 

“Do you know where we can lay our hands 
on John Lyons?” Fallon asked. 

“No, but there is somebody else who might be 
able to help you-——if he’s alive.” 

“Who?” .. 

“Man named Bartolini—Oscar Bartolini. For- 
mer chef. Worked for Mrs. Asquith as a handy 
man. I have reason to believe that he ought to 
know just what happened to Lyons.” 

Attorney Locus related that Mrs. Asquith had 
called on him at his office on Commonwealth Ave. 
an Aug. 19. 

She told him that on the previous night Bar- 
tolini had entered her cottage by climbing up 
through a trapdoor from the basement garage, 
disconnected the fuses, entered the room where 
she lay asleep, and attacked her. 

In her efforts to resist him, she had sustained 
a black eye and injuries to her arms and legs. 

“T advised her to bring charges against him, 
but she said she didn’t want any publicity,” Locus 
continued. “That same day, fearing another 
attack, she went to stay with her friend, Mrs. 
Murphy. She said nothing to Mrs. Murphy about 
what had happened—simply that she’d felt lone- 
some, with Lyons away in New Hampshire. 

“Thereafter Mrs. Asquith kept in touch with 
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me, so I am in a position to know some more 
about what happened before she disappeared— 
and before Lyons, too, disappeared.” 

Lyons, he said, went to Weymouth on his 
return from New Hampshire on Sept. 1, but found 
the bungalow locked up.’ 

Lyons had net gotten in touch with Mrs. 
Asquith again until Sept. 9, when he learned that 
she had been stopping with the Murphy family. 


pat same day he had borrowed his sister’s 
car, and had driven Grayce back to Weymouth, 
accompanied by Mrs. Murphy. 

Because of the latter’s presence, apparently, 
Mrs. Asquith had not told Lyons of the handy 
man’s behavior. 

“On Sept. 13,” Locus went on, “Lyons told her 
that he had to make a trip to Lowell the next 
day, and that he would be gone two or three days. 

“She asked him to put a bolt on her bedroom 
door. She did not mention Bartolini, but merely 
explained that she wanted some added protection 

“Lyons fixed up a bolt the next morning, and 
left for Lowell.” . 

On that same Sept. 14, he said, Bartolini, 44- 
year-old Italian-born resident of near-by Quincy, 
had been hurt in an auto accident in which his 
machine was wrecked. 

Two days later, while Lyons was still away, 
the handy man had borrowed a-bicycle and ridden 
to the cottage, but had not been admitted. 

Mrs. Asquith kept the doors barred, and told 
him never to come back. 

On the 17th, he had purchased a new car and 
driven. to the Asquith home. Again she had 
refused to let him inside. 

On the 18th, he had ealled again, and had been 
admitted but found a neighbor visiting Mrs. As- 
quith. He had stayed only a few minutes. 

“What happened after that, I have no means of 
knowing,” Attorney Locus concluded. “However, 
I believe that he returned on Saturday, the 19th, 
and managed to get inside. I believe that he tele- 
phoned Lyons, and later called for Lyons. 


“T believe that the three of them were together 
in the bungalow, but for how long I wouldn't be 
able to say.” 

Supt. Fallon’s detectives soon were able to 
extend the chronology of events. 

On Sunday, the 20th, Bartolini had declined an 
invitation to have dinner with friends in Quincy, 
saying he had an engagement in Weymouth. 

On Monday, he had been scheduled to install 
a bathtub in Quincy, but had telephoned that he 
was ill. 

That same Monday, he had called at the office 
of Dr. Samuel Lerner, a Quincy physician, who 
had treated him following the auto accident. 

He said he felt as though he had bronchitis. 
By Wednesday, the 23d, he had been well enough 
to install the bathtub. 

Bartolini was arrested in his quarters on 
Washington St., Quincy, and denied knowing what 
had happened to Mrs. Asquith and her fiance. 

While he was in custody, the missing woman’s 
head, wrapped in a green window curtain, was 
found floating in Boston harbor near the foot of 
the Congress St. bridge. 

Bartolini admitted that he had driven Lyons 
to Mrs. Asquith’s home, but insisted that he had 
not seen either of them again. 

“T called her on the telephone after that, as 
usual, but got no answer,” he said. “I kept call- 
ing during the time that she was missing, and 
there was still no answer. I thought she had gone 
away on a trip with Mr. Lyons. 

“I just waited and waited. I never went to the 
cottage until I had telephoned and was told to 
come over and do some work. ‘That was why | 
did not go there after Sept. 19. 

“The first 1 knew that she was dead was when 
the police came to my place. I. never ran away. 
I was always at home. My clothes are in my 
room, I have never touched anything that did 
not belong to me. I did not destroy anything.” 


UT there was the circumstantial evidence the 

police had gathered. His attack...His repeated 
attempts to get back into the house...Surely he 
must have been deeply infatuated with Mrs. 
Asquith and jealous of John Lyons. 

Yet no trace of Lyons had been discovered. 
Did that mean that he was alive, and a fugitive? 

Could Bartolini have been the victim of an 
extraordinary series of circumstances? 

Supt. Fallon and his associates insisted that 
Bartolini must be a double murderer. 

They held that the motive had been jealousy, 
linked with the fear of prosecution for the assault. 

They asserted that the green curtain material, 
in which parts of the slain woman had been 
wrapped, had come from a store over which Bar- 
tolini lived in Quincy. 

gut, even so, where was Lyons? Or his body? 

“Even more than the police, I want Lyons to 
be found,” said the suspect. “I will pay $500 to 
anyone who finds him, dead or alive.” 

Neither the police nor anyone else found John 
Lyons. Nevertheless, a year later, on Sept. 22, a 
Norfolk County jury found Oscar Bartolini guilty 
and sentenced him to the electric chair. 

“My conscience is clear,” he said. “Find Lyons.” 

Another year passed, during which not the 
faintest clue to the whereabouts or fate of Lyons 
developed. If Bartolini had killed him, then he 
had accomplished a perfect crime. 

“You cannot put me to death because you can- 
not find Lyons,” he said. “Maybe if you find 
him—maybe you will not even keep me in prison.” 

But the state decided to electrocute him early 


‘the morning of Sept. 30, 1938. 


By the afternoon of the 29th, all defense efforts 
had failed.. John Lyons had not been found. No 
evidence had been uncovered as to whether he 
was alive or dead. Even so, Bartolini must die. 

_ Then came break No. 3. Again there was a 
visitor. 

This time the visitor was Mrs. Olive Wetherbee 
of Norwell, Mass., who told Acting Governor 
Francis Ek. Kelly that she was sure she had seen 
John Lyons walking along a Weymouth highway 
about two weeks after he disappeared. 

She had not come forward sooner, she said, 
because she feared the publicity might jeopardize 
her job with a church publication. 

“But now I feel 1 must speak,” she said. “I 
wouldn't want to see an innocent man executed.” 

Bartolini won a 30-day reprieve. Governor 
Hurley set the execution for Jan. 3, 1939, and ap- 
pointed a two-man committee to investigate. 

This committee advised Hurley that it would 
be a grave error to take Bartolini’s life while a 
third figure in the mystery was still missing. 

Result—-seven hours before his scheduled 
death, Bartolini’s sentence was commuted td life 
imprisonment, 

So the great question has remained: 

What happened to John Lyons?

Vandals Have Carried Whole Logs From Arizona's Famed 
Petrified Forest in Spite of the Efforts of Guards 


to Protect This 


—the Petrified Forest of 
-Arizona. 

This great natural wonder 
is on the march, not merely 
by branches but by the car- 
load, a prominent artist, 
James Louis Lundean, 
warned recently in a letter 
to the Undersecretary of the 
Interior. 


“Whole logs are being 
carried off in trucks,” Lun- 
dean wrote. He declared 
that some novelty manu- 
facturers, greedy for prof- 
its and indifferent to the 
consequences of their van- 
dalism, are subsidizing re- 
moval of the petrified logs 
and cutting them into 
small fragments to be set 
in rings, pins and bracelets. 


HE Arizona Petrffied For- 

est, probably the best 
known of several such ex- 
traordinary examples of 
Nature’s alchemy to be 
found in this country, is 
believed by geologists to 
have been created millions 
of years ago. Inundated by 
floods of mineral-carrying 
waters, the trees were 
strewn about the country- 
side and buried beneath 
tons of mud and silt. In 
the process of being turned 
to stone, the trunks were 
battered and shorn of 
branches. 

Today they lie scattered 
across a 40,000-acre reser- 
vation, a monument of Na- 
ture’s magic in turning 
wood to stone. 

More guards must be pro- 
vided for this reservation, 
declared Lundean in his let- 
ter, “or we will have al- 
lowed one of the greatest 
wonders of the world to 
vanish through the stupid- 
ity of economy.”

PIECES of Plymouth Rock, 
the Statue of Liberty, 
Washington Monument, and 
scores of famous landmarks 
and shrines that belong to 
all. Americans, have been 
pried or smashed off by a 
memento-mad minority. 

For many years souvenir- 
hunters hacked away at the 
famous frigate Constitu- 
tion, better known as “Old 
Ironsides.” This trim war- 
ship won a famous battle 
with a British vessel in 
the War of 1812. 

The persistent and inex- 
cusable vandalism of visi- 
tors to the ship was, in part, 
the reason for restoring it 
as a sort of floating nation- 
al shrine. 

Not only had chunks been 
whittled away from its hull 
and spars, but hundreds of 
supposedly patriotic Ameri- 
cans had written and pen- 
ciled their names and _ in- 
itials on its decks and bul- 
warks. 

Outside the U. S. Capitol. 
several years ago, 2n entire 
nose disappeared from the 
statue of Justice, leaving 
her not only blind but in no 
condition to smell. 

“Even swords, 
and horses’ reins 
frequently from historic 
monuments,” one _ official 
said bitterly. “That makes 
us spend larve .sums of 
money for a kind of rearm. 
ament that will never aid 
national defense. 

“If these people 
only remember that they 
are taxpayers, and _ that 
they’re only stealing from 
themselves in the loing run, 
perhaps they’d be less eager 
to pillage pub’-c picnverty.”

OMEWHERE onthe 

Eastern seaboard today, a 
once-blind but now perceiv- 
ing veteran of World War I 
may well be pondering 
Shakespeare’s lines from 
“Much Ado About Nothing”:

He would be _ thinking 
about an unassuming, 
uncommunicative Brooklyn 
schoolteacher who devoted 
25 years of her life to work- 
ing for the blind and, when 
she died not long ago at 69, 
bequeathed to the sightless 
a more tangible token of her 
devotion. 

Immediately after her 
death both of her eyes were 
removed in accordance with 
her expressed wish and de- 
livered by the Red Cross to 
the Eye Bank for Sight

Both operations were suc: 
cessful and both the patients 
have good reason to be 
grateful to Edith Sterling, 
even more reason than the 
countless thousands who 
were able to read because 
she spent so many tedious, 
painstaking hours translat- 
ing books into Braille. 

No one knows why Miss 
Sterling became interested 
in the blind. Perhaps it was 
because for more than 25 
years she lived alone in a 
Brooklyn hotel. She had no 
relatives. Perhaps she had 
a blind friend. No one 
knows. But she did have 
eyes, and an unshaken de- 
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retiring she worked several 
days a week translating 
books, even doing some of 
her work at home. She 
averaged three to four 
books a year, which is con 
sidered a great deal of work. 
Following the method of 
all Braille translators, Miss 
Sterling would carefully 
punch the number of re.

IRISH-AMERICAN CORNED BEEF DINNER 


By JOE CRONIN 


OCSN= of the grandest things that happened to me after I 
came to Boston as manager of the Red Sox was my 


introduction to Irish-American Corned Beef Dinner. 


Now, 


there’s hardly a cook alive who hasn’t prepared corned 


beef in one way or another. 


But for the lusty of appetite, 


I’ll wager that no one can top the method used by the 


little Irish mothers of Bos- 
ton, who have developed a 
unique recipe for their 
favorite meal. If you're 
like me, once you have 
eaten corned beef prepared 
this special Irish-American 
way, you'll never want it 
served by any other recipe. 

First, wipe the corned 
beef with a cold, damp 
cloth. - Put it into a kettle. 
Cover with cold water, and 
bring to a boil. The boil- 
ing should be continued for 
from three to five minutes. 
Then skim the water and 
reduce the heat. Let sim- 
mer until tender, allowing 
about 30 minutes per pound. 
Cool slightly in the liquid. 

Place the corned beef on 
a platter and cover with 
another dish. Put a weight 
on top to press the meat 
together. To glaze _ the 
meat, finish cooking as 
above, then transfer to a 
baking pan. Stick in 12 


‘cloves and cover with % 


cup of brown sugar. Add 
a little water to the pan. 
Bake in a moderate oven 
of 350 degrees, basting fre- 
quently with syrup until 
glazed, about 30 to 45 min- 
utes. 

Meanwhile, using’ the 
liquid from which the meat 
and scum have been re- 
moved, place one _ sliced 
cabbage, two turnips, six 
carrots; eight pared pota- 
toes, and six pared par-

Snips, cut in halves. Cook 
the vegetables in this 
liquid.

is S weater Girl 


How to be a sweater girl 
a la Lana or some other 
Hollywood luminary seems 
to occupy the minds of a 
great many of our readers 
much of the time. 

According to the letters 
that come to my desk, the 
sweaters never quite seem 
to fit to suit the wearer. 
Either the sweaters are too 
blousy, or vice versa. What 
to do? 

Whether the sweater is 
too big or too little, it~—and 
the dresses and blouses you 
wear—will look a whole lot 
better for the wearing of a 
well-made, well-fitted bra. 

Since these little garments 
are generally bought right 
over the counter, it is im- 


‘portant that you know your 


size. There are two sizes to 
know about: (1) the girth, 
and (2) the cup. 

To get the girth, measure 
directly under the arms. 


»Let’s say you measure 54 


inches around. Add two 
inches, and that’s the size 
you ask for... in this case 
you'd ask for size 36. 

Now measure the fullest 
part of the bust. If it 
matches the girth size (in 
this case 36 inches) you ask 
for an A cup. If the fullest 
part of the bust measures 
an inch more than your 
girth size, ask for a B cup. 
Still taking our example, if 
you measure 37 inches at 
the fullest part, but wear a 
36-inch bra, you ask for a B 
cup. Two inches more than 
the girth is a C cup, and so 
on. 

It is always best to take 
a size larger than _ the 


smaller, if you happen to 


fall in between two sizes. 
This will allow for shrink- 
age. 

When should you wear a 
bra? All your waking 
hours, and if it’s a comfort- 
able one you won't mind 
this one bit. Some women 
bras to 


especially those who fill 
sweaters out a little too 
abundantly. It’s a good idea 
in such cases, for then the 
muscles never have a 
chance to sag. 

Doctors often advise nurs- 
ing mothers to wear bras at 
all times. This is one of 
those little post-natal tricks 
that help keep a girlish 
figure. 

Your sweater problem 
may be solved now, but in 
case you're still not pleased 
and would like to do a little 
altering, here are some 
exercises that may fit your 
needs. 

Underdeveloped at top? 
Hold arms straight out from 
shoulders and make big 
circles, each larger than the 
one before. Make from 25 
to 50°a day. 

Do deep breathing and 
stretching exercises. Stand 
back against a wall. Raise 
arms slowly, either side- 
ways or frontways, till they 
touch the wall above your 
head. Do it as if you were 
pushing something. Inhale 
as they go up, exhale as 
they go down. 

Put your hands on your 
hips and force your elbows 
back as far as possible. 

For the overdeveloped up 
top, stand against the wall, 
back of waist hugging wali. 
Droop ‘shoulders forward 
and together, caving in 
chest. Raise shoulders slow- 
ly, stretching forward, up 
and back. End in original 
slumped position. Do this 


_209 times a day and increase’ 


to 50. 

Sit on floor cross-legged. 
Sway torso to the right, 
extending left arm over the 
héad while right elbow rests 
on the floor for support. 
Reverse, and repeat 25 
times.
